Census Taken. 

April is the month for taking 
the school census and as this is a 
very important work, the follow- 
ing advice taken from an ex- 
change should be worth much to 
both parents and census taker: 

Tho residence should be as if 
the 1st of April. If a man is liv- 
ing in a district on the 1st of A- 
pril and afterwards moves away, 
In- children should be taken. If 
a man moves into the district af- 
ter April 1st his children should 
not be listed. The reason for 
this is obvious, and one trustee 
may take his list the first week 
in April the man who moves 
might thus be listed or may not 
be listed at all. 

Every child between the ages 
of six and twenty should be list- 
ed. This does not mean that nil 
who are between those ages on 
the day the census is taken should 
be listed, but that all who will be 
between six and twenty on the 
1st day of the school year, which 
is July 1st, consequently, if a 
child is less than six when tho 
list is taken, but who will be six 
before July 1st, the name should 
be listed ; conversely, if a pupil 
is not yet twenty, but who will 
be before July 1st, his name 
should be left off. 

A question sometimes arises as 
to the residence of a child. The 
law assumes that the residence 
of the child's parents or natural 
guardian is the residence of the 
child, but this is not always true, 
as it may in good faith, have its 
home elsewhere. In general, the 
same principles which could de- 
termine the man's right to vote 
will determine the child's right 
to be listed. In cases of serious 
doubt, give the child the benefit 
aud list him any how as he is bet- 
ter listed twice than not at all.

Superintendent and one to the 
office of the County Clerk

The Local Option Law. 

The following bill passed by 
the Legislature has been approv- 
ed be the Governor and is now 
a law : 

"It shall be unlawful for any 
person, or persons, individuals or 
corporation, public or private 
carrier to brim; into, transfer to 
other person or persons, corpora 
tion, carrier or agent; deliver or 
distribute in any county, district, 
precinct, town or city, where the 
sale of intoxicating liquors has 
been prohibited, whether by spe- 
cial act of the General Assembly, 
or by vote of the people under 
the local option law, any spiritu- 
ous, malt, or other intoxicating 
liquor; regardless of the name by 
which it may be called; and this 
act shall apply to all packages of 
such intoxicating liquors wheth- 
er broken or unbroken. 

"Provided, individuals may 
bring into such districts, upon 
their person or as personal bag- 
gaire, and for their private use, 
such liquors in quantity not to 
exceed one gallon, and, pr«>\ i (J, 
the provisions of this act shall 
not apply to licensed physicians 
or druggists, to whom any public 
carrier may deliver such goods in 
unbroken packages in quantities 
not to exceed five gallnos at any 
one time. 

"Each package of such spirit- 
nnv=, vinons, malt, or oMier in- 
toxicating liquor, regardless of 
the name by which it may be 
called, whether broken or unbro- 
ken packages, brought into and 
transferred to other person, cor- 
poration, carrier or agent, deliv- 
ered or distributed in such local 
option territory shall constitute 
a separate offense. 

"Any person or persons, indi- 
viduals or corporation, public or 
private carrier violating the pro- 
visions of this act shall be deemed 
guilty of violating the local op- 
tion law, and shall be fined not 
less than fifty nor more than one 
hundred dollars for each offense. 

"This amendment was incorpo- 
rated ; penalty does not apply to 
carriers who make no charge for 
delivery. 

"And the place of delivery of 
such liquors shall be held to be 
place of sale. 

"And all laws in conflict with 
this act are hereby repealed."
